nation from the army anld vouching for 
correctness of Churchill's recent dual 
role of officer and correspondent.

Washington, Sept. 29—The alignment 


of the powers on the German proposi- 
tion to make punishment of the Chi- 
nese ringleaders a conditionl precedent 
to negotiations, can now be stated to 
be as follows: 


Great Britain, 
Russia and France 


stand with the United States, regarding 
the proposition to be inexpedient. Ja- 
pan' occupies a middle attitude, xvilling 
to follow Germany if all the powers 
agree but only for harmony, not from 
a belief in the wisdom of the proposi- 
tion. Austria and Italy are shoulder 
to shoulder with Germany, making the 
dreibund a solid front.

ford was deliberately planned. Welch, 
according to the story of Dempgey, was 
the leader of the gang. He told Demp- 
sey to draw his revolver when h^ saw 
Mr. Houghton driving- up the highway, 
and to shoot when he said "Hip." 
Welch gave the signal agreed upon, 
and Dempsey fired, the shot striking 
Mr. Houghton in the head. Welch conl- 
tradicted Dempsey, and testified that 
Dempsey was the issuer, aiid said that 
he did not know that he was going to 
shoot. The verdict of the jury finds 
the crime to have been premeditated, 
and it is the opinion of those connected 
with the case that both Dempsey and 
Welch will receive a sentence of about 
20 years. Mr. Peabody says that Demp 
sey was Induced to turn state's evi- 
dence because an effort was made by 
Welch to throw the entire blame for 
the assault upon him.

his behalf. Holmes plunfeed his horse 
into the thickest of the fight, striking 
the rioters with his whip and receiving 
a hundred blows over the face and 
body. Bell, pale with rage and eager 
to do battle*, laid about him with a 
piece of scantling snatched fr'om one of 
his assailants. Heaton was knocked 
down and kicked before his 
frienQs 


could rescue him. A miner struck at 
Governor 
Roosevelt 
with a pole. 


"Stand back, you c'oward!" shouted 
Senator Wolcott, and for a moment it 
looked as if a stand was to be made, 


The mob surged on, shouting:—"Bry- 


an and silver!" "Kill him!." "Kill him!"

Curtis Guild, Jr., became alarmed for 


the safety of his chief. He tried to 
force the governbr through the car 
door, but Roosevelt refused to budge. 
He lost his temper, and for the first 
time since his tour began he swore in 
good round oaths that he would not 
hide. Instead of retreating into his 
car he leaned over the platform rail 
and laughed in the faces of his per- 
secutors. A volley of stones from the 
mob struck the rear of the- car, but the

It was shortly after the dinner 
hour when l^jey heard a man about the 
house, -which contains two flats. Mr. 
Shea and his family live on the first 
floor, and the upper tenement is now 
empty. They concluded that the own- 
er of the house was looking about UD 
stairs, prepartory to making some re- 
pairs, but fho movements of the man 
seemed peculiar and imrflly Mr. Shea 
started to investigate. He is a night 
•iiorker at the Arnold print works, 
and does his sleeping in the day time. 
He waa consequently not fully dressed 
and had on no shoes. When he started 
for the back door he was surprised to 
meet in the house a stranger wearing 
no hat. The man was 
fairly 
well 


dressed. Mr. Shea asked him what 
was wanted, and was told bv the 
stranger that fee hau _.o business in 
particular, 
Put was just 
"looking; 


r.round." Mr. Shea concluded that he 
had looked ai'ound as long as was ne- 
cessary, and summarily pitched him 
out of the house. 


Such a visitation was a surprise to 


the whole family, and wiiile they talk- 
ed it over Mr. Shea slipped on his 
shoes and felt In a better lighting con- 
dition than before. So he thought he 
would take a turn about the premises 
and see what had become of the rnvs- 
terious stranger. He stepped out of 
the back door and had not long prose- 
cuted his investigation when he saw 
the mysterious man humped up undei' 
a tree close to a high stone wall at the 
upper side, of the yard. Mr. Shea found 
a fe-v loose stones lying around and 
considered this a good opportunity to 
get them out of the yard, so he nick- 
ed them up and passed them at the 
head of the intruder in a style that 
might well be the envy of the occu- 
pants of the "box" on the baseball 
diamond. And his pitching resulted in 
a run that might also well be envied 
by a successful wielder of the "wil- 
low." The man moved from the yard 
and up Richview street to Meadow 
street at a rate that puts all uty-hill 
records ever before made in this citv 
to the blush, and disappeared. 


Who the man was or what he was

Mrs. Shea reported the occurrence to 


the police, but nothing has been seen 
of the man since that time, so far 
as is positively known. A man was 
seen hanging around in the woods 
south of Meadow street yesterday, who 
gave some uneasiness to the Mark 
Hopkins and normal school girls, but 
whether he was the one who so unex-> 
pectedly and mysteriously visited the 
Shea family on Thursday is not known 
The probability is that the man .who 
entered the Shea house was demented 
and knew not where he was or what 
he did. He said nothine and did no- 
thing improper, beyond appearing in 
the house as he did, but people do not 
like to be visited in that sort of way, 
and if Mr. Shea had not been present 
there would have been the greatest 
consternation in his home, whether the 
jnan was really dangerous or not. It 
is not pleasant to ha,ve a brawny 
stranger walk in at the back door and 
announce that his only business is to

stand between his family and the real 
or imagrinarv danger that impended.

states have published from year to year 
from their bureau of labor sratisitios, in- 
formation showing the number of per- 
sons employed in leading industries, the 
total wages paid employes and the 
value of products, etc. 
In every case 


where these facts have been published 
for a sufficiently long time, they show a 
marked difference b&tween. the years of 
Democratic and those of the Republican 
administration. In the years of Demo- 
cratic administration a decided falling 
off was experienced In business activity, 
In the number of persons employed, total 
wages paid, etc.; while during the Re- 
publican administrations of Harrison 
and McKinley there were increases all 
along the line. 
The most complete 


statistics that have bsen published are 
those experienced by the state of Massa- 
chusetts. 
During the four y«ars Arom 


1S8S to 1892 (Harrison's administration) 
there was a total increase in Massachu- 
setts of 573,941,880 in the value of the pro- 
duct, $18,244,474 in the total wages paid, 
and 27,363 in the number of persons era- 
ployed in the establishments reporting 
for those years. It was quite a different 
story under the next four years of Cleve- 
land's administration, with its tariff re- 
form and other Democratic shibboleths. 
Subtracting the increase of !S34from the 
total increase during the other three 
years, there was a net decrease of $56,- 
916,006 in the value of products, $4,085,252 
In the total wages paid, and 16,687 in the 
number of persons employed. 
In 1897 


and 1898, with McKlnley's administra- 
tion, came again years of prosperity. 
Once more the same increases are noted 
all along the line. 
During these two 


years, there was a total increase in Mas- 
sachusetts of J45,300,054 in the value of 
products, an increase of $4,219,751 in the 
total wages paid, and of 14,215 in the 
number of persons employed. 


A study of these statistics, plain and 


homely as they are, ought to furnish a n 
object lesson for the manufacturer, tho 
merchant and laboring men, who are to 
cast their vote next November either to 
continue the Republican administration 
or to have another change. It is a true 
statement of an eminent statesman: "X 
know of no other way of judging the 
future but by the past," and applying 
this rule to the result of the Republican 
administration of Massachusetts, ought 
to convince the most sceptical voter who

MASON AND'DIXON'S LINE. 


It Will Be Hesni-veyed br Maryland 


and tne Landmarks Restored. 


The legislature ot" Maryland has ap- 


propriated ,ft sum of money for the re- 
Survey of Mason aud Bison's line and 
the restoration of the landmarks, many 
of which have been removed eontrary 
to Scripture, says the Baltimore Sun. 
This work will be done by the state 
geological commission in connection 
w^th a commission appointed and paid 
by the state government of Pennsyl^a- 
nfa and by the United States geological 
survey. 


The original running of Mason and 


Dlxcra's line was done according to the 
terms of the linal agreement between 
the Calverts and Penns, concluded in 
1760 after ' protracted 
negotiations. 


There was a conflict in the grants of 
Maryland ' and Pennsylvania. The 
Penns had friends at court, and Cal- 
vert was finally coerced Into conceding 
everything Penn demanded, and this 
concession cost him the richest portion 
of his domain. The line between Mary- 
land and Pennsylvania was begun hi 
1700 by a commission appointed for 
that purpose. The proprietors of the 
two colonies became impatient at their 
Blow progress and agreed to engage 
Charles Mason and James Dixon to 
complete 'the work. Both Penn and Cal- 
vert were in London at the time, and 
they trwre engaged these two men, 
whose names have become so famous 
In connectiojj with this historic line, 
for so many years the dividing line be- 
tween the free states and the slave 
states of the Union. 


The two surveyors arrived in Phila- 


delphia Nov. 15, 1764, and began their 
survey early the following spring. 
Through the forests they cut a "vista" 
eight feet wide ftnd set up a stone at 
the end of each mile. Every fifth stone 
was larger than the others and had on 
the north side the arms of Thomas and 
Rlcbard Perm and on the south face 
the arms of Frederick iJord Baltimore. 
One of these is preserved In Baltimore 
by the Maryland Historical society, 
and some yet starfa in their original 
places and are cared for by the authori- 
ties. 
The intermediate stones are 


Bmaller and have the letter "P" on tbo 
north, and "M" on the south face. 


The removal of many of the historic 


landmarks has left the boundary line 
between Maryland and Pennsylvania 
In doubt in places, and it Is to remedy 
this as well as to perpetuate the his- 
torlj line that the legislature has pro- 
vided for this rcsurvey.

William K- Vanderbllt, the senior 


member of the richest family !n Amer- 
ica, is building a palace on Long Island 
that will be the wonder of. this conti- 
nent. The crowning gem of it will be 
the great swimming pool, or bath, 
which will surpass the bameatory 
splendors of ancient Persia, Egypt, 
Greece and Rome,- says the Chicago 
American. This bath alone will cost 
?1,000,000. 


The palace occupies the site of the 


one that wa-* destroyed by fire last 
year during the honeymoon of William 
K. Vanderliilt, Jr., and his bride. It is 
near Oakdale, 5f. Y. With a modesty 
that Is quite ironical the palace is 
called Idle Hour. 


To supply tho swimming pool a canal 


a mile long has been dredged. 
It 


brings salt sea water to the door of the 
fcouse. The pool is inclosed In a fairy- 
like oriental court in front of the 
bouse. The roof of the court consists 
of arches of steel and glass, while the 
walls are of marble. The architecture 
Is Persian, but the genius of American 
engineering has been called upon to 
make the pool a marvel of'convenience 
and luxury. 


Here one can become cool on the hot- 


test day In summer, and here one can 
swim with pleasure .on the coldest day 
In winter. The owner who commands 
all this luxury can shut- the he.it of 
summer'or admit the breeze on a pleas- 
ant day or warm the water on a cold 
day at will. The pool is 300 feet in 
length and 300 feet in width. The wa- 
ter is changed so constantly that it Is 
always pure. One-can see the white 
marble bottom shining through the 
delicate sea green water. 


A majestic flight of broad marble 


Bteps leads down to the clear pool from 
the front of tlie palace. Around the 
pool rims a gallory slightly screened by 
beautiful wrought iron work as light 
as gossamer. This will be a delightful 
retreat on hot days for tbo^e who have 
already enjoyed the pool as well as for 
those who prefer to lounge and do 
nothiu£ but drink tea or something else 
and smoko cigarettes.

view, in which be Is alleged to have 
spoken deprecatlngly of Admiral Dew- 
ey's victory in Manila bay, he became 
•very grave. 


"The Interview was garbled from 


first to last," h'e said. "I never snld 
anything that could detract a hair- 
breadth from the admiral's victory. It 
is true, I was interviewed at Van- 
couver. I did not see the Interview in 
print and had forgotten all about it 
until I reached Montreal, when a clip- 
ping was shown me. 
Not knowing 


then that my alleged statements had 
been taken seriously, I was amused, 
because the printed interview was so 
unlike the true one. Admiral Dewey'a 
work, if anything, has been underesti- 
mated. No other naval battle in the 
history of the world has been won 
without the loss of eyen a single man. 
I feel proud of the record, as every 
American does." 


The lieutenant *hen admitted hav- 


ing said that Admiral Dewey did not 
sink the Spanish fleet. The Spaniards, 
he said, had sunk their own ships by 
opening the sea valves. But they sank 
them when Dewey made things too 
hot for them. He also admitted hav- 
ing said that the vessels were Intact 
below the water line and that therefore 
they were not sunk by shells from the 
American fleet. 


"But 
everybody knows that, bar- 


ring torpedo work, it Is Impossible to 
damage a ship under the water line 
with gnns while in a smooth sea- In a 
rough sea, when the under side of a 
ship is exposed by rolling, It would 
be possible to land a shell below tha 
water line during the time the vital 
part is exposed, but not otherwise. All 
of the sunken Spanish vessels are lit- 
erally riddled with shells, so much so 
that, between the rents In the hulls 
and the fire caused by the shells, most 
of the vessels were thought unfit for 
recovery. 


"Apparently what misled the Van- 


couver correspondent was this: On be- 
ing asked about the condition of the 
Spanish warships which I had been 
repairing at Hongkong, I said that the 
Interior of all the vessels was warped 
and rusted and that altogether the ves- 
eels were In a sorry condition. When 
asked whether Dewey waa responsible 
for that, I answered that the seven 
months' submersion and not Admiral 
Dewey was responsible. Then I ex- 
plained about the open sea valves and 
added that the fire of Dewey's guns 
bad forced the enemy to alnk his ships. 


"Admiral Dewey's victory cannot be 


belittled, and I, who have seen the 
ships and have assisted In their re- 
pair, had an opportunity to realize this 
better than most other Americans. 
Ton may riddle a ship with shells and 
set her aflr* from end to end without 
sinking her, because below the water 
line she remains intact 
Admiral 


Sampson's squadron did not sink Cer- 
vera's fleet. We all know that, but no 
ono thinks of discrediting his victory. 
No more was Dewey's fleet responsi- 
ble for the actuaLslnklng of the ships. 
He did more. He made them sink 
themselves." 


When shown a clipping wherein Ad- 


miral Dewey said that the "young man 
did not mean to belittle the work" and 
that Ic was human nature to deprecato 
the work of others, the 
lieutenant 


looked thoughtful. Then he said: 


"I did not think it had gone so far. 


Why, I never thought of belittling the 
victory. The American public cannot 
realize what a stupendous victory it 
was. Our children's children will read 
about it with awe. 


"Had I known of this 1 . ould have 


written to Admiral Dewey long ago. 
As It Is, I shall call on htm person- 
ally."

MODOCS PASSIMU AWAY. 


Trib* That Mnd« the Lara Beds Ka- 


inons In 1809 Taut Uylufr OK. 


The Modov- Indians aw rapidly pass- 


Ing away, t.ji.vs 1ho KBUMIS City Times. 
It will be only a few years until they 
have nil become "cood Indians" and 
their tribe will be extinct. 
The Mo- 


docs at one time were the most 
troublesome* and bloodthirsty savages 
that this government ever tried to gov- 
ern. Long before the white man put 
in an appearance on the shores of the 
Pacific they were seekers lot: gore. 
They were always in trouble with 
other tribes. That is the way they got 
the name Modocs. It means "ene- 
mies." It was given them by th« other 
tribes oa the Pacific, against whom 
they waged war. 


But now things have changed. The 


Modocs no longer thiruc for war. They 
are a slovenly, Indolent and dull set of 
beings, with no ambition. From 
a 


strong tribe of brave warriors they 
have dwindlexl down until there are on- 
ly 13 bucks Mt In the tribe. The 
total population of the tribe is 78, 
mostly women and diseased children 
In recent years the Modocs 
have 


died oft like sheep, and if the ratio 
ke&ps up in less than a decade a Mo 
doc Indian will be one of tho curiosi- 
ties of a practically extinct race. They 
are now quartered on a small reserva- 
tion in the Quapaw country, a few 
miles south of this city, under guard of 
tho government, for they are still con- 
sidered prisoners. The few members 
of the tribe are growling because they 
cannot go back to the Pacific slope and 
spend the remainder of thoir days. 


What seems most remarkable In the 


face of the rapid manner in which the 
Modocs are 
going to thfir 
''happv 


hunting ground" is tbe fact that there 
is in the tribe ap Indian buck 100 years j 
of age. His name is Sam Boll. He 
was one of the original "Boxers" who 
first left the Klamaths and organized a 
tribe of their own. He still bas 'jis 
"dander up" and wants to take the 
warpath again. He is as spry as a cat 
and participates 5n all the dances of hia 
and neighboring tribes. 


The 13 surviving bucks are the la- 


ziest mortals oa top of earth. They 
would starve In 60 days if it were not 
for the government Even the squaws 
won't work unless driven to it 
And 


the children are so badly afflicted with 
various sorts of diseases that they 
can't do anything. While prisoners of 
war, the .Tovernment nllows them con- 
siderable freedom, and the only money 
which they make is what they take in 
by exhibiting themselves in a tent at 
reunions and carnivals In southern 
Kansas towns. Their show Is entitled 
"The Last of the Modocs," and tbe 
13 bucks still living are the "perform- 
ers." 
The performance consists of a 


couple of dances, a warwhoop and a

J'r. President and mayors of the 


comor.ir.wea-lth: It affords me no small 
degree cf pleasure to be present at this 
meeting and take part with you in its 
proceedings, representing as you do the 
important and vital interests of our 
state. 


When an invitation w"hs given me 


throught his honor, our mayor, to say 
a few words concerning: the American 
society of municipal improvement I 
felt that no small compliment had been 
paid, and it is hoped you may never 
know how nearly I lost control of my 
self-estimation in the elateness conse- 
quent uoon such honor. Just in time 
the thought occurred to me that the 
invitation was given, not because of 
anything that T had done or could do, 
not because of any value that rested 
in me, but because of value in the sub- 
ject itself. Then I saw that the honor 
is to you, gentlemen, sot to me, for 
I believe that nothinK speaks more 
for the advancement, 
nothing that 


stands more for the integrity and ef- 
ficiency of men, in number like this, 
corning from the different cities all 
about our state, holding offices highest 
in the gifts of the peopit; nothing pos- 
sible better than, that they are intent 
upon that which pertains to municiDal 
irnjirvement. 


Yoxi will pardon me if I ask you not 


to expect nio to entertain with oratory. 
Engineers are characteristically poor 
speakers; but It is conceded without 
dispute that that most desirable sifti 
has been extended in its fullness only 
to lawyers, clergymen and mayors. 


The American society of municipal 


improvement, organized In 1894, holds 
its convention in the fall of each year, 


for the purpose," as alleged in its 


circular, "of considering througn pa- 
pers, discussions and 
committee re- 


ports all questions relating to the best 
interest of American cities to promote 
social and friendly intercourse at such 
conventions, and to circulate the in- 
formation thus ob.ta.mtju amuuK us 
members, through the publication of 
the proceedings in pamphlet form." 


Its first meeting in 
Buffalo 
(fall 


of '04) was attended by about CO dele- 
gatesi from 16 cities. 


Municipalities are eligible to mem- 


bership OB well as those interested in 
their management. 
This, I bdlieve, 


is an important and wise provision, 
for it enables a city or town to send 
whom it will to represent its Interests 
and under our method of frequently 
changing city officials this is about the 
only way by which the relations can 
be continued. 


Sometimes It Is said that delwr&tfs 


sent to such gatherings waste the 
city's time and money in junketing. 
The truth Is seen without proof that 
Ihis depends entirely upon the kind of 
man thnt Is nont. There are enough 
In any place glad to go; a city In un- 
fortunate who- can not find" fiomo corn- 


in faithful work for (i/s constltueniw. 
There are enough conditions in any 


city to liiuiilfce either propensity a man 
m.-iy jwsaess. 


Doeo It pay to have a man in attend- 


ance when reports of the proceedings 
may be obtained in full 
and 
read? 


This Is answered In part by the mo- 
tive that has called this gathering 
here this evening, and by the necessity 
which every organization knows, of 
occasionally corning together not by n 
few officials, but by the largeHt_ i»>s- 
slble part of Its membership to discuss 
dUfstlons of common interest and ex- 
change opinions. Aside from the en- 
thusiasm that gathers at such times, 
there is a greater benefit in the oppor- 
tunity of personal interviews and <iuus- 
tlons that can not be asked ui>on the 
floor or in public. Certain it is that 
the enormity of municipal expenditure 
demands the most careful thought and 
watchfulness in its control, uaiticu- 
larly is this felt when we see the creed 
with whirh unscrupulous men clamber 
for positions to be used for selfish ends. 
I am glad to note the American society 
seems free from anything: like political 
management or an advprtisln^ me- 
dium in favor of commercial interests. 


My first connection with this society 


was at its recent Milwaukee meetlns, 
held August 2S to Gl inclusive. 
In 


speaking of the- work done there I 
would like to quote briefly from, the 
president's opening address. Speaking 
of the motives and methods that should 
prevail among cUy officials, he said: 
"The business of a city may be liken- 
ed to that of a large corporation, and 
the general system, together with all 
the details for conducting the affairs, 
must be devised by the practical men 
in charge of the various branches if 
proper a.nd practical results are to be 
secured. 


'The operation of a railroad system 


is acknowledged to represent the high- 
est development of the skillful, able, 
economical and safe administration of 
coporation interests. This almost per- 
fect system of corporation atiminJslra- 
tion in its general outline, to^thor 
with the local details, did not originate 
with the fault finding-stockholder, bond 
buyer or patron." 


I would like to emphasize this and 


say that one requisite oj. success is the 
co-operation ot city 
officials. 
There 


should be a clearly defined division of 
responsibility, and no one should be- 
come Jealous of the authority that be- 
longs to another. When one seeks to 
take credit for all that goes well and 
to throw the blame on some one else 
for all that does not, th°n the ™erms 
of weakness are developing and must 
lead to bad results. 


"What did the/ convention^do? Nearly 


all of its first session -was Riven to ,the 
consideration of uniformity in matters 
of municipal data, statistics relating 
thereto, accounting and record. This 
discussion was led by papers from C. 
C. Brown, 
consulting engineer 
of- 


Bloomingtan, 111.; August Herriman, 
president of the board of trustees of 
the water works of Cincinnati, O.; and 
M. N. Baker of the editorial staff of 
the Engineering News, New York city. 
These insisted upon the need of com- 
pleteness and uniformity for purposes 
of record capable of being intelligently 
compared. The cost of,a piece of work 
do&s not indicate much until we know- 
some "f thp detail of its construction, 
any more than the rate of taxation 
indicates until we know the basis of 
assessment. A uniformity in this par- 
ticular of municipal matters would not 
only be of value to the official fn de- 
signing work and making up estimates, 
but would enable the interesting citi- 
zen to compare results in the expendi- 
ture of his money with those which 
have obtained in other cities, tlron 
this subject committees were contin- 
ued or appointed to confer with sim- 
ilar ones fr.orn the American society of 
civil engineers, the National munici- 
pal league and other societies looking 
to legislaton and such other proceed- 
ings as are necessary to accomclish 
desired results. 


Horace Andrews.. C. E., of Albany, 


N. T., presented » paper on the sub- 
ject of cement testing. 
There 
are 


many users, including cities, who al- 
ways accept the cement as satisfac- 
torily <Xi the recommendation of th4 
dealer or manufacturer. 
There arg 


others who insist upon knowing if the 
cement is suited to the conditions of 
the -work at hand. To the lattpr this 
paper is of interest. To meet the dif- 
ficulties experienced bi' those who have 
no testing apparatus, or who do not 
have time for testing after -receiving 
the cement, without delaying the work 
wherein it is to bo used Mr. Andrews 
suggests that testing laboratories be 
established, they to determine and r>ass 
upon the different ciualui--s of cement, 
and their adaptablitios to

read a, paper on "The construction of 
asphalt pavements"

Droadhurst, chen^ilsii, department 'of 
highways New York city, one on the 
"Value of chemical tests of asphalt 
mixtures." The discussion that follow- 
ed showed that asphalt is a very popu- 
lar pavement for large cities under all 
conditions 'of traffic ,but of course is 
not suited to streets of considerable 
grade. Much difficulty is experienced 
in maintaining the gntters against the 
action of wat.r and the horses' hoofs. 
Remedy is being sought in a concrete 
gutter or 'one paved with vitrified brick. 
E. A. Fisher, city engineer of Roches- 
ter, N. Y., read a paper on the "Con- 
struction of standard 
Medina block 


stono pavement. 
These 
blocks 
are 


slightly smaller than those in most of 
our granite pavements but similar in 
form and manner of laying. Of course 
transportation takes a very important 
part in tho cost of stone pavements, 
but Mr. Fisher is of the opinion that at 
the same price -laid the Medina blocks 
are preleruoie 10 uiube <H M^-"'^. Tin i 
are quarried not far from Rochester 
and I think freighted by boat on the 
canal. 


J. A. Briggs, chief engineer, depart- 


ment of highways, Borough of Bron'x, 
New York, read a paper nn "Construc- 
tion of granite block pavements." The 
writer prefers a Concrete foundation, 
and the joints between blocks filled 
with an asphaltic cement and gravel, 
objecting to a Portland cement RTout 


account of its beinjr non-elastic. 


This seems to me a groundless objec- 
tion .in connection with granite. 


E. A. Kemmlor, assistant rity engi- 


neer of Columbus, Ohio,'rend a paper 
onl the "Construction 
of brick pave- 


ments." 
All of these papers treated 


largely of local conditions and method , 
thnso which the writer had found or 
adopted In his practice. Hrlok pave- 
ments hove become very popular in 
mnnv plncos. but oflcu the rosMorita 
pretVr u.sphalt en UCCUUIIL nf u.-> Iji ing 
Jess noisy. Whcr^ nJolse docs not en- 


ter Into the consideration many are 
content to contlnuo with, the granite 
blocks, As between the brick and the 
granite, however, whore grades pro- 
hibit the asphalt, It is known that the 
former make a, .much smoother pave- 
nienlt, and, I believe, If well laid, are 
more wonomical under nearly all con- 
ditions of traffic. 


Passing to the subject of "Sewage 


disposal," I want to say that residents 
of Massachusetts may feel proud of 
the- work being done by our citizens, 
and by the ptate board of health in 
solving this difficult problem of sewage 
1/uriflcatlon, arJJ 'of the way too the 
work is being recognized by 
people- 


outside the state. 


At the convention John N. MeClin- 


tock of l.ostn;-!, president of the Amori- 
cari Sew ago Disposal association read a 
paper on "Sewage disposal and water 
purification," setting forth the advan- 
tages of the septic tank, followed by 
filtration system. An Interesting dis- 
cussion followed, during which 11 r. 
Baker of New York said engineers need 
indulge in no fear of being dt_-'uanx-d 
from the use of the system as its es- 
M;iiiii;j,i features could be used without 
danger of infringement; to which Mr. 
McClintock replied that 
his 
lawyer 


declared that the patent taken out by 
his company covered precisely what 
Mr .Baker said it did not cover and 
thej- were prepared in a. friendly way 
to defend his opinion 
inl the courts. 


The system is in a somewhat experi- 
mental stage, promising well, 
and 


seeming to have 
the 
advantage of 


doing its work quite as satisfactorily ae 
the method of chemical precipitation, 
does not occupy any m'ore space, is 
free from the cost of chemicals anM of 
the trouble and expense of disposing of 
the sludge. An advantage of either of 
these systems is that it requires less 
are-a than any of the others in use. 


Mr. McClintock also made the state- 


ment that laws of sanitation dated 
back to the time of Moses i'or he "or- 
dered tin- Jev, s to bury their wastes-, 
yest the Loid see any-unclean thi!% in 
their midst and. turn away from them 
in anger." 


The value of investigation in this 


subject is as great as the talent en- 
gaged in it. Technical journals are giv 
ing much space, books are being pub- 
'ithed, men are traveling abroad and 
:it home to investigate the different 
uj-btems. The courts too, are often 
called to decide the rights that abutters 
do or do not have to pollute streams, 
limiting the use of its waters to in- 
habitants alonig its banks. Communi- 
ties are coming more and more to 
know the necessity of cleansing sewage 
before casting it 
into the 
nearest 


stream. The educational process is on 
the road towards- safety. The work of 
the A. S. of M. I. covers numerous sub- 
jects that I have not mentioned. I donot 
v. ish to be -understood as advertising 
to you. It is one of |everal organiza- 
tions ostensibly for a similar purpose 
and probably the strongest one. Its 
character will be precisely what mu- 
nicipalities make it, the same in kind 
as the men who represent th^m at its 
meetings either in person or by paper. 
If their interest dies, it dies. Like all 
institutions of its kind it has no 
identity, no life preserving power in 
iiself by which it can or ought to live 
separate from the municipality in- 
terest. 


No one can afford to Ignore means of 


development. The millenium of knowl- 
edge will not be reached this s-jde of 
irJfmity. A great invntor had installed 
successfully ona of his largest engines. 
He stepped to the engineer, who con- 
sidered himself hardly more than a 
laborer and said: "Sir, please watch 
the actions of this machine and tell 
me at some time wherein you think 
it may be improved." Herein lay the 
secret of his advancement, a desire to 
profit by the experience of others, a 
power to assimmilate and apply. So must 
it be with all who aspire to the highpst 
degree of usefulness and to the best de 
vel'opment of the powers God has given 
them.
